been made by Mr. Geo. H. Colb}-, a

Truukea as far as the Banner Mill, 
fourteen miles out.

stand it is proposed to build a Pyra- 
mid Road—n single rail. 
Such a 


road can be built for about ^3,500 
per in lie, und would be capable of 
transporting as much freigUt as a 
narrow gauge. It will require but 
httlo grading as it can be built and 
worked on the undulations of the 
country. Oar citizens should take a 
great interesi in this enterprise for 
if built it would vastly increase the 
business prospects of Truckee. In 
the course of time tho mountains in 
our vicinity will be denuded of the 
most valuable and most needed tim- 
ber required iu Nevada and Califor- 
nia, and tlK,> immense bodies growing 
north of ns will have to bo brought 
into requisition. 
It will require a 


railroad to bring it to this market 
for manufacture and transportation 
to the different points where most 
needed; hence the great necessity of 
the road. If built f ruckee will be- 
come the great lumber market of the 
State. 
We are satisfied from the 


character of the gentlemen who con- 
template the enterprise that it will 
be built at no distant day. It is a 
necessity, and would undoubtedly 
prove a paying investment. Who- 
ever has traveled north from Trnokee 
as far as the Lussen Bntte will know 
there is no finer body of timber on 
the continent than there is on this 
route.
